Many composers felt inspired to add their music 
to these words. The Hartnell chorus and choir will 
present three versions from three different eras.

Taken as a whole, the three versions should 
provide listeners with a time-line look at the 
‘‘Magnificat’’ through the ages.

Re: The Crisis of American Education. 


The Bakke decision has lead into one major 
concern of American education. It has affected the 
legal, the political and social aspect of our society 
thus far. But the one area that it has not touched 
(that is of the most crucial concern) is the question 
of education., With the recession of college 
gradesa and the diminutive importance of critical 
thought and action—the Bakke case is further 


evidence that our system is going through a major 
breakdown. In the many workshops and rallies 
that | have been at concerning the Bakke case, a 
solid solution has not yet been found. The courts 
cannot even find a solution. | am finding that the 
solution which both sides (the pro-Bakke and the 
anti-Bakke people) have not even considered is 
the total re-evaluation of education especially at 
‘he primary and secondary levels of school, this 
must also consider a total re-evaluation of our 
legal and political values. 


For several months now, | have been giving 
much thought to what must be done. Many people 
will agree with me that have anything to do with 
the educational process—that American education 
at the primary grades and secondary grades is 


responsible for the recession of college grades. 
And that apathy is the problem which blocks 
critical thought and action. | have found in my own 
research that these two problems do not occur in 
the schools of France and South- America. 
Intellectual freedom is encouraged, and academic 


discipline is emphasized in these two systems. 
And very high standards are placed upon the 
students regarding scholastic ability. In my 
research | am attempting to do something by 
introducing college level courses in the high 
schools—and_ since my _ specialization is in 
philosophy, | am working on a philosophy or more 


precisely pre-philosophy curriculum for high 
school. | am doing this by working with the 
assumption that if high school intellectual-acade- 
mic standards are raised - maybe college will be 


able to resolve grade recession in the futare. 
Anyone who is interested in this | would like to 
have further correspondence with them. | think | 
am moving in the right direction.

Board questions choice 
‘Why appoint’ student board member? 


‘‘Why appoint a student to a governing board 
any more than a faculty member — or me?’’ 


That was Hartnell President Gibb R. Madsen’s 
reaction to a Panther Sentinel editorial advocating 
action by the Associated Students of Hartnell 
College on a bill providing for appointment of a 
student. 


Hartnell Governing Board members had 
different reactions’ to the question, should 
students: have a representative who would have a 
vote on the Board and be allowed to participate in 
executive session? 


Madsen also said that if a student wants a seat 
on the Board, ‘‘He ought to run for it,” and that if 
a student participated in executive session he/she 
would have no responsibility to the voters and that 
there would be a question of liability. 

Board President Allen Caldeira came out 
against a voting seat. If a student was elected he 


said, there would be no problem and there would 
be a certain amount of responsibility. 

Caldeira added that as for executive sessions, 
although he hadn’t really thought about it, it has 
possibilities. 

Vice president Craig Wiley responded, ‘‘! don’t 
see why not.’’ However, Wiley is opposed to the 
idea of student participation in closed sessions. 

James Schwefel seemed unsure of his position, 
saying that a voting seat ‘‘depends,’’ and that he 
couldn’t give a yes or no answer on the closed 
session matter in certain circumstances yes, in 
other circumstances no. 


Granville Perkins said he would support a 
voting seat on the board only if elected by the 
public and is opposed to a student having the right 
to participate in closed sessions. 

The Sentinel’could not reach William Bryant, 
Larry Blomquist or Francis Paul for their 
comments.

Athletic director Bob Kelley vehe- 
mently defended the casualty risk 
involved in his proposed Human 
Performance Laboratory which was 
presented to the Hartnell Governing 
Board November 15. 

‘‘\'d rather have them up there and 
find out they're gonna drop dead 
rather than drop dead on the street.’’ 

The performance lab consists of a 
series of strenuous tests used to 
determine the subject’s physical 
condition. When Kelley casually 
mentioned that there is a possibility 
a test subject could expire while 
undergoing the. vigorous examin- 
ation, Board members expressed 
_ concern over financial liability and 


funeral costs. 

Kelley pooh-poohed the idea, say- 
ing that anyone tested has to sign a 
paper stipulating that Hartnell is not 
liable. 

He added that someone can ‘‘drop 
dead running from Buzz’s (Holt) 
class to home economics.’’ 

Board President Allen Caldeira got 
into the spirit of things, commenting 
“If we ever get into this program and 
somebody doesn’t drop dead they’d 
be suspicious. ’’ 

Kelley also presented a tentative 
plan for a rehabilitation center which 
would serve all of the disabled 
citizens of the district. 

The Center is a ,concept of 
individuals from county, city, the 
Salinas Adult School and Hartnell 
districts. 

Other items being considered by 


the Board: 

College architect Jerome Kasavan 
presented a diagram of a cross 
section of a proposed book store 
(part of the new college center) 
which would be heated by a solar 
heating system with added heat from 
a fireplace on especially cold days. 
There would be no_ conventional 
heating system installed in the 
building. 

Ron Danko, head of the Hartnell 
Drama Department presented a 
proposal that the Drama Dept. be 
allowed to collaborate with the 
non-profit Festival Theater group of 
California in a special production of 
Anton Chekhov's ‘‘Uncle Vanya.’’ 
The cast would be composed entirely 
of Hartnell students. The production 
would originate at Hartnell and 
would then go on tour.

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Grandma’s a painter- not a babysitter 
Bleiberg tells audience of her new life --painting

Seven years ago a woman joined an 
adult education art class as a favor to 
a teacher friend of hers. He needed 
more ‘‘bodies’’ enrolled in his class

This week that woman’s paintings 

and etchings are on exhibit in the 
Hartnell Art Gallery. 
Gertrude Bleiberg, 56, looks like 
one of those apple dolls sold at craft 
fairs. Her round face with its cap of 
silver hair looks at once incongruous 
and at home with the purple velvet 
jacket and necklace of silver coins 
she wears. : 

‘“‘l was never interested in art 
before,’’” she says. ‘‘I guess | was 
afraid to be judged.’’ In spite of her 
primitive equipment, she found that 
first art class: ‘‘an_ exhilarating 
experience.’ 

“You know,’’ she continues, ‘‘I 
started painting when | was 49 
years old...! had no previous art 
training. When | was at the San 
Francisco Art Institute, the drug 
scene was very heavy. Every day was 
a new experience. Some of the kids 
used to offer me drugs — | told ‘em | 
didn’t need it.’’ 

Bleiberg’s etchings in the gallery 
are a part of a series of twelve

Francisco to experience avant-garde 
art. : 

“It’s a place to show mainstream 
contemporary art,’’ says gallery 
“‘kurator’’ Calvin Kanow, a_part- 
time produce man for Safeway. 

“With the prevailing local atti- 
tudes towards art — landscapes, 
seascapes and still lifes — this is the 
only place in the area where you can 
see this type of art,’’ says Kanow. 

“So consequently we (SUKS) 
decided to organize this gallery with 
the understanding that we would 
show contemporary art — to expose 
people to it,’’ he continued. 

But beyond educating the local 
populace, ‘‘one of the functions of 
the gallery is to show works by 
artists outside their regular method 
and materials,’’ explains contribu- 
ting artist, Eric Bosler. 

SUKS includes a number of 
students and instructors from the 
college. Both Bosler and Fenton are 
art instructors. 

The latest exhibit at SUKS Gallery 
is entitled ‘‘“New Works/Works in 
Progress/Bubble Gum & Other 
Rubber’’ and consists of two art 
works; one an ‘‘installation piece’ 
by Fenton made from scraps and 
remnants of the old Hartnell College 
athletic track which is displayed on 
the floor of the gallery; and a 
laser-beam hologram by Bosler. 

Kanow admits that it might be 
difficult for the average Salinas 
citizen to understand the art. 

‘‘People may come for the*first 
time and decide it’s too weird and it 
blows their mind,’’ he says. 


the family dining table and living 
room, drawn in a rather extra- 
ordinary style. Many of her works 
look like they were drawn ‘from 
somewhere around the ceiling level. 

““Some of my work may appear to 
be helter-skelter, , but it’s not. 
Everything was thought out — every 
line.’’ 

For a while in graduate school she 
wrote down things important to her 
before she began drawing them. 
Much of her work depicts the 
surroundings and tools of her 
graduate school studio. One paint- 
ing, entitled ‘‘My Safe,’’ is actually a 
rendition of that studio. ‘‘It really 
was my little safe,’’ she says. 

Another etching, also depicting 
her studio, she calls ‘‘It Looks Like 
the Light in the Delivery Room But 
It’s Actually the Light In My Studio. 


“It always looks as though I’m° 


standing above everything but I’m 
not. It’s just the way’it comes out,’’ 


she explains. 
Bleiberg has recently obtained her 
own studio. ‘‘I felt | wasn’t pro- 


ducing as much as | did in school,’’ 
she says. ‘‘not with the intensity | 
used to. | felt guilty about not doing 
the housework: ‘I have to clean out 
this drawer or make that phone 
call.’’’ 

She has also found some difficul- 
ties in the transition from mother to 


another three-dimensional object via 
laser-beams and_ photo-sensitive 
film. 

Bosler’s hologram is unique from 
any other medium he says. 

‘‘My hologram is not about the 
performance of a stunt. When | make 
a hologram, | feel it has to deal 
with an image you can’t deal with in 
any other medium,”’ he said. ‘‘The 
importance to. this piece is the 
juxtaposition of the razor blade with 
the dice.’’ 

Bosler hopes to make his next 
hologram a bit more biting — a razor 
blade juxtaposed with the image of 
bubble gum. 

Fenton’s ‘‘installation piece’’ was 
born from and idea while running at 
Hartnell’s athletic track one day 
before the college began installation 
of a new $150,000 surface due in the 
latter’s decay. 

‘Mainly what the piece is about,’’ 
says Fenton, ‘‘is transferring 
something you would see normally in 
one space and placing it in another.’ 

‘“‘There’s also the aesthetic sense. 
While | was running around at 
track, it seemed just sort of 
appealing — a beautiful transforma- 
tion,’’ she added. 

Fenton said it was quite a 
departure from her normal work — 
printmaking and paintings — which 
is something ‘‘you can hang on the 
wall and sell, and | guess that may 
bother some people.’’ 

But ‘‘when Calvin told me | was 
going to be exhibiting in the gallery, 
| started thinking about the space 
itself. | made the track piece

Fenton did have one problem with , 
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artist: ‘My kids don’t like 


it ‘cause I’m not there all the time. 
They get upset when |! don’t 
babysit,’ she explained. The pre- 
vious pattern of her life_ isn’t 
something to shed tears over, 
though. ‘‘This is the way my life was 
--I don’t regret a thing.’’ 

‘It’s not been easy because of the 
image, not of a female, but of an 
older woman. ‘They’ thought | was a 
dilettante. ‘They’ were so afraid that 
| wasn’t committed, that | was just 
doing this to fill my time,’’ says 
Bleiberg. 


‘In graduate school they held 
seminars every week. They really 
pulled you apart — your philosophy, 
your painting, everything.’’ 

In fact, one teacher told her, ‘’You 
have no business being in graduate 
school.’ 


But the rewards outweighted the 
emotional strain for Bleiberg. 
“When I’m working, it’s really 
interesting, I’m working in my own 
world and then | fit it into the space | 
have. Some things have been 
absolutely transcendant. I’ve been in 
an absolutely another place.’’ 

Bleiberg advised would-be paint- 
ers ‘‘You should act like it’s a piece 
of paper that you’re going to throw 
away — nobody’s gonna see it.’’ 


carrying off pieces of the track while 
she attempted to assemble it. 

The gallery opened some three 
years ago but has managed to 
remain almost obscure but to a few 
local artists. 

Kanow hopes to bring in artists 
from the Los Angeles and San 
Francisco areas to. exhibit at the 
gallery. 

The next exhibit will be a ‘’Keith 
Brown Memorial.’’ Brown is an 
English sculptor who is visiting 
Salinas during a six ‘week residency 
at Hartnell College and will be 
leaving for his home soon. 

Bosler, who graduated from Hart- 
nell in 1968 and later from U.C. 
Berkeley with an M.A. and teaching 
credentials in art, concedes ‘‘we 
don’t believe that it will necessarily 
cause an_ intellectual revolution 
towards art.’’ 

‘The gallery is a source where, if 
the community wishes to, it can view 
its culture in its own time and space. 
— meaning that most art is done and 
viewed way after it should have been 
been,’’ says Bosler. 

“It’s the only alternative viewing 
space in the area and probably the 
entire central coast,’’ he says. ‘’But 
it’s going to be almost impossible for 
the average citizen in Salinas to: 
respond in a favorable manner to this 
art. And there won't be any 
favorable responses until they start 
looking and wanting to understand 
it.*? 


Kanow agrees, ‘‘We’re ‘not 
preaching anything or trying to 
convert anybody.”” _..,

Hart cagers win two, then fall to referees 


It was Hartnell versus Modesto and the referees 
Dec. 6, and the refs won. 

.Aided by some of the worst officiating ever 
witnessed in the Panther gym, the Modesto 
College Pirates took 33 shots from the foul line 
and hit 23, leading them to an 87-78. victory over 
Hartnell. 

The Panthers, who played in the Mid State 
Tournament over the weekend, return home Dec. 
21 to face the Merced Blue Devils. Tipoff is 
scheduled for 7 p.m. The Hartnell Jamboree, 
featuring high school and junior college games, 
runs Dec. 29-30, with the Panthers facing Shasta 
College at 7:45 Thursday and West Hills on Friday 
at the same hour. 

Considering that the Panthers went to the free 
throw line only 12 times against Modesto and hit 
but six of the charities and that Hartnell had 36 
field goals to 29 for the Pirates, the 17 point 
difference in foul shooting proved to be the 
margin of victory for the Pirates. 

Steve Guttierez got hot in the closing minutes 
on the game, hitting 12 points in less than ten 
minutes, The Panther trap zone defense pressur- 
ed Modesto over the same period, allowing only 
seven field goals, but it was too late by then. The 
Pirates kept being ushered to the line by the 
officials, and it was an uphill battle. 


Wilbert Williams led the Panthers with 18 
points, 11 coming in the second half and eight 
inside the ten minute mark. Jim Rossi and Mike 
Matelli each ripped 14 points for Hartnell.

And he (Rodgers) isn’t gonna 
be running all over the field, because you’ve got 
quicker linebackers in college.’’

Wilkins on officiating: 
‘that guy’s incompetent’

The Hartnell P.E. Department is in an uproar’ 


over the officiating, or misuse of, at the Dec. 6 
basketball game against the Modesto College 
Pirates. 

Several non-complimentary ‘ comments have 
been. overheard, regarding the integrity and 


credibility of referee Lee Sharp. Even people who - 


did not attend the game seem to know the whole 
Story. 
With 11:38 still to play in the first half, Sharp 


gave the heave-ho to Panther forward Jerry: 


Wright for a ‘flagrant violation,’ alleging that 
Wright had punched Pirate guard Jessie Perez. 
From the bleachers, it looked like this: 

Wright went up for a short layup, and’ Perez 
went up with him. They came down together (the 
shot didn’t go), Wright with elbows out, as is the 
learned way to prevent being charged into. 

“IT seen him (Wright) hit the guy (Perez) 
intentionally,’’ Sharp said ‘‘so | threw him out of 
the game.’’ 

“| didn’t hit him,’’ Wright said after the game. 
‘| just threw my elbows out.’’ 

What Sharp apparently did not take into 
consideration was that Perez threw a right cross in 
the vicinity of Wright’s jaw. But Perez was not 
ejected. Only Wright. 

Coach Len Wilkins was exasperated. 

Leaping off the bench, he said to Sharp, ‘‘How 
am | supposed to make my goddamn living with 
you out here? You’re never gonna work another 
J.C. game, and that’s a promise!’’ Then, at 
halftime, to referee Ted Robinson: ‘‘Ted, I’m 
sorry, but that guy is incompetent.’’ And then 
back to Sharp, ‘‘You’re a disgrace to basketball. 
You’re screwing the kid (Wright).’’ 

Robinson was justifiably apprehensive. 

“In our case right now,’’ he’said, ‘‘all we can do 
is refuse to work for him. They couldn’t pay you 
enough to come out here and take this kind of 
abuse.’’ 

For the record, Robinson did a fair job of 
officiating. 


Assistant coach Alan Hilton said, ‘‘The refs 
played a key role (in the outcome of the game). 
Fhat one guy (Sharp) had a vendetta.’ 


Even in the wake of victory, Modesto coach Al 
Hobby was not happy with the officiating.

Have you ever wondered what it might be like to 
balance on your toes, do an abdominal lift, or 
learn about underwater life? Hartnell offers three 
P.E. classes that use these and other exciting 
concepts during the course of a semester. 

Skin and Scuba Diving, advised by Mike 
Garibaldi, shows the student how to use scuba 
diving equipment. Some of the fundamentals 
covered in the class include conditioning work 
with the tank and snorkel, putting the gear on and 
taking it off, and using the gear in the pool. 

The students learn to carry 55 pounds of 
equipment while swimming half a mile and then. 
gradually working towards a mile. The entire 
concept of marine life is also covered, with films 
on diving, marine life, and the medical aspect 
involved. 
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Ms. West feels that yoga is relatively simple to 
learn. 

“It doesn’t take any equipment or use up much 
space,’’ she says. ‘‘Yoga.is excellent for athletes 
who want to.improve their performance. ’’ 

Ms. West began practicing yoga twelve years 
ago, when a college freshman. She feels that by 
doing yoga regularly, she is helping her 
performance in running and teaching. ‘‘Every- 
body should do it,’’ she says.

This course requires a fee of $20. If the student 
doesn’t already have his own. equipment, he’ll 
have to purchase that also. 

Garibaldi has been teaching the course since its 
origin five years ago. He’s done some diving 
around Hawaii and the Mediterranean, and will be 
escorting some divers to the Carribean during 
Christmas vacation. 


Yoga, instructed by Carolyne West, teaches the 
student to become more aware of the physical and 
emotional self. The class also shows how to be 
more relaxed at all times, not just when sleeping. 

Some of the concepts covered in the class 
include stretching, breathing exercises to control 
breathing, and concentration designed to focus on 
mental activity and the process of slowing it down. 


The class has been taught by Ms. West for eight 
years at Hartnell. She also teaches yoga at 
Soledad. The yoga class at Hartnell is usually 
attended by twenty to thirty-five students. 

““Next semester,’’ Ms. West adds, ‘we will be 
having the class around the lunch hours so that 
the students can eat their lunch and then work 
out.’’ 

Beginning Ballet, instructed by Carol Kermode, 
teaches the primary techniques of classical ballet.

“The students start out by working on the 
‘barre’, and then to some combination turns and 
floor exercises.’’ Mrs. Kermode says. 

‘Ballet is much more disciplined than most of 
the other classes,’’ she’ explains, ‘‘but the 
students seem to like it.’’ 

Since the class began three years ago, 
enrollment has always been high. ‘‘Class 
attendance is always high,’’ Mrs. Kermode 
says,’’ mainly because the students are trying to 
get the training they never had as children, or 
because they want to improve the- skills they 
already have.”’ 

There are four or five men who take the class 
also. Mrs. Kermode comments, ‘‘Some of the men 
drop out because they find it too difficult. But | 
have a student now who is taking the class 
because his major is theatre arts-and he needs to: 
take a dance class.*’ 

Mrs. Kermode, who started taking ballet 
lessons when she was four, says she gets many 
athletes in her classes. ‘‘Most of the men, 
however,’’ she says, ‘‘take Modern Dance.’’ 


Hartnell looks at moon, Mars, ‘Bethlehem star’ 


Did you go to the moon? 

- “Yeah,’’ answered former astronaut James A. 
Lovell, ‘‘twice.’’ 

Lovell, the first man to go to the moon twice, 
described the hair-raising Apollo 13 flight in the 
Performing Arts Theatre at Hartnell Dec. 6. 

Other heavenly bodies still to be examined as 
part of Hartnell’s first Space Exploratium are 
Mars, in a talk Wednesday night and ‘‘The Star of 
Bethlehem’’ Thursday through Sunday. 
~ At 8 p.m. Wednesday Dr. Harold P. Klein, 
director of life sciences at the National 
Aeronautics Space Administration research center 
in Mountain View, will talk in the Performing Arts 
Center theatre. 

Lovell jokingly maintained that the Apollo 13 
mission was jinxed from the start. To begin with, 

there’s the mission number ‘’13’’, and if that 


wasn’t enough, the rocket blasted off at 1313 
hours. 

After a harrowing flight in which there was 
doubt that the astronauts had enough fuel or 
oxygen, they had to steer their spaceship 
manually at 25,500 miles per hour into a 
two-degree wide wedge into the earth’s 
atmosphere. If they had missed, they would have 
burned in seconds or been thrown into perpetual 
orbit around the sun.

Elaine Sherman is only the third 
student ever to design costumes for a 
Hartnell show.

Mobile productions travel 
to Gonzales, Greenfield and Soledad, 
while the Hartnell theatre opens its 
doors to young visitors from local 
schools. 

In addition to ‘‘Fenda Maria’’, the 
Children’s Theater will also present 
“Punch and Judy’’, the near-classic

Sherman started designing cos- 
tumes for ‘‘Fenda Maria’’ in mid- 
September. One month later she had 
created 20 outfits, 17 of which are to 
be used. 

Her costumés, she explained, are

colors. There are all sorts of 
outrageous shapes. For headdres- 
ses, | took some wigs and teased 
them to the max. Then | spray-paint- 
ed them with Tempura. Some are 
pink with orange streaks, magenta... 
The big test will come when we see 
how the kids react to it. Last year 
they did ‘‘Alice in Wonderland with 
lots of color. I’m told the kids reacted 


_ very positively to it.’’
